Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Sisson suggested that the first paragraph of claim 1 be amended 
so to reflect that the DNA chip is comprised of DNA probes located at a plurality of L cells and to which fluorescently 
labeled target DNA hybridizes wherein said L cells are microscopic areas comprising a plurality of desired DNA 
fragments arranged. Mr. Sisson expressed concern over the claimed method being sufficiently supported by the 
written description. Attention was drawn to the breadth of claim 1 fairly encompassing but a single light to induce 
fluorescence of an infinite number of L cells and that the signal so produced from a plurality of fluorescent labels would 
be measured in the aggregate. Mr. Sisson expressed concern over the type of "information" being gathered and how 
said information was to be interpreted and ultimately used. 

Mr. Sisson directed attention to claim 2, noting that a plurality of multi-spot excitation lights are to be in a 1 -dimensional 
configuration. Mr. Sisson made inquiry as to how the multi-spot excitation lights were to be inspected/interrogated 
when they are located in but a 1 -dimensional configuration, which is considered to be but a point. 
Mr. Sisson directed attention to claim 1 1 and the use of "oblique incident angle." Mr. Sisson noted that he considered 
an oblique angle to be any angle less than 90 degrees. 

Mr. Skwierawski indicated that he would be submitting a draft preliminary amendment in the next several weeks. 
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
